criticism against the Veterans’ Bureau 


and gossip to the effect that the com- 
Plaint might be aired at the American 
Legion Convention in Louisville this 
‘week, d 

The allegation is that a hard-boiled 
attitude has been displayed toward the 
6x-service men and that there nas 
been incompetency among the officials. 

Representative John M. Robsion, of 
Kentucky, obtained transfer of Ciuarles 
W. ‘Bailey, manager ‘of the Kentucky 
office'of the bureau, and has indicated 
he would ask for a Congressional , 
inquiry if ‘conditions were not im- 
proved. 

It seems unlikely that the aileged 
inefficiency of one employee in 27/000 
could stand as an indictment of the 
entire organization which Gen, Hines 
has developed since taking hold. Sen- 
ators and others who have been most 
active in developing ‘the bureau assert 
that they think Gen. Hines has done 
an-excellent job. 

With the several] million men hav.ng 
relations with the burqau it is held to 
be inconceivable that’ now and then 
friction would develop but it is asserted 
in’ behalf of Gen. Hinés that he has 
sought to remedy all such friction as 
promptly as possible and with as inuch 
fairness to the veterans. x 


COMPLAINTS OF DELAY 


The burden of the protest appears to 
rest on the fact that fraudulent claims 
have been approved by the bureau 
officers whereas legitimate applications 
have been delayed unduly. Sen,.ors 
who have big constituencies and have 
special clerks assigned to veterans and 
immigration “cases declare they dsve 
obtained competent action at the 
bureati. + 

The removal of. Regional Manager 
Bailey from the Kentucky office fol- 
lowed a protest against him at the 
State convention of the Legion. f- 
rector Hines promptly sent ‘C. W. Spof- 
ford, @ special assistant in the Wash- 
ington .office, to conduct an inquiry. 

Washington has not heard of com~- 
Plaints of like nature in other States, 
and the inclination generally is to re- 
gard it as an isola ease about which 
Gen, Hines scarcely could have done 
anything more than he did. 

Comptroller Gen, McCarl] gave a rul 
ing‘recently revealing that a man hag: 
been paid around $16,000 in disability 
and insurance benefits and was not, 
entitled to them, Herbert Merits Hil- 
der, who attended the Plattsburg train- 
Ing canip in 1917, was receiving the 
money from the Veterans’ Bureau ‘until 
the Treasury audit was made in con- 
nection with an application for a new 
guardian. , 

The Treasury hek. that a civilian 
m-mber of the training camps was not 
entitled tothe war service benefits 
under the law. Hilder failed to. pass. 
the physical, examinations: when he 
sought a commission, and although he

COLLUSION AT A MINIMUM

Nor is it doubted that éome of the 
complaints by ex-service men are due 
to purely political promises of men 
when campaigning.for Congress. With- 
out familiarizing .themselves with the 
law and the regulations they attempt 
to.outdo an.opponent by ‘outpromising 
him. .When they learn later ‘they are 


unable to do all the things they pledged 


they blame the failure on the Veterans’ 

I heard the other day of one member 
of. Congress who made a. definite 
promise that as soon as he got to 
Washington ‘he was going to see to it 
that every soldier in his district could 
exchange his insurance certificate for 
cash in the full amount. He was un- 
able to do that ‘and some of the yeter> 
ang who took him seriously are grum- 
bling about it. 


There may be numerous instances of 
proper complaint against the Bureau 
but to date there has been no showing 
of corruption or general incompetence. 
“From time to time Wash hears 

what seems to be gross unfairness to 

rthy casegfrom which, due to the 
ignorance of ‘the claimants .or ‘their 
relatives, or both, actual ‘hardship 
resulted. 


FAULTY PROCEDURE BLAMED
